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TABLE  OF  BIRTH  AND  DEATH  BATES 
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How  do  these  local  statistics  compare  with  those  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
estimated  home  population  has  risen  some  202,000  to  a  new  record  of  45,109,000.  The 
material  increase  of  population,  i.e.  the  excess  of  "births  over  deaths,  was  182,796 
and  14,000  more  people  immigrated  into  this  country  than  emigrated  from  it.  In 
Westbury,  for  the  first  time  since  1950,  the  population  has  failed  to  increase  and 
there  has  been  no  natural  increase  cf  population  -  the  deaths  outnumber  the  biri^p. 

The  birth  rate  of  16.4  per  1,000  population  is  the  highest  recorded  since 
1948:  the  Westbury  rate  of  1^.0  is  the  lowest.  The  still-birth  rate  of  21.5  per 
1,000  total  births  is  the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  pattern  of  causes  of  deaths  in  Westbury  resembles  that  for  the  country  as 
a  whole  -  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  account  for  over  one-third  of  the  total 
deaths  and  cancers  for  over  a  quarter.  The  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  states  "the  increasing  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  and  degenerative  diseases 
of  the  circulatory  system  at  later  ages  are  tending  to  keep  the  figures  of 
expectation  of  life  stationary.  There  is  little  likelihood  of  any  substantial 
resumption  of  the  rising  trend  of  recent  decades  until  means  are  found  of  preventing 
these  conditions  or  of  major  advances  in  their  treatment".

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  TILE  AREA. 


The  district  is  fortunate  in  having  laboratory  facilities  available  to  the  East 
and  to  the  V/est,  i.e.  in  the  Pathological  Department  of  the  Salisbury  Infirmary  and 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Bath.  Practitioners  in  the  district  use  the  most 
convenient  laboratory,  a  practice  followed  by  this  Department  when  forwarding 
specimens  of  water,  milk,  ice-cream,  or  suspected  foodstuffs  for  bacteriological 
investigation. 

b)  Ambulance  Service. 


The  Ambulance  service  is  provided  and  controlled  by  the  Wiltshire  County  Council. 
The  service  to  this  district  is  controlled  from  Bradford- on-Avon  where  the  station  is 
manned  continuously.  A.  suo-station  in  Warminster  also  serves  the  district.  Non¬ 
emergency  calls  must  originate  from  a  doctor,  dentist,  or  midwife.

invention  and  control  oe  infectious  and  other  diseases. 

The  centres  which  keep  emergency  supplies  of  sera  for  the  treatment  of  anthrax, 
botulism  and  snake-bite  have  been  altered.  The  nearest  centres  to  this  district  are: 

Ham  Green  Hospital,  Bristol.  Telephone  No.  Pill  2165. 

The  Dispensary,  Royal  South  Hants  and  Soutnampton 
Hospital  (Botulinus  antitoxin  and  snake-bite 

antivenon  only).  Telephone  No.  Southampton  26211. 

In  addition  to  anthrax  anti-serum  for  prophylactic  use,  small  stocks  are  being 
maintained  for  the  treatment  of  anthrax  in  patients  sensitive  to  penicillin. 

Organophosphorus  Poisoning . 

Certain  insecticides  contain  organophosphorus  poisons,  e.g.  parathion.  Treatment 
is  by  pyridine-2-aldoxine  methiodide  (PAM). 

A  small  supply  of  PAM  is  available  in  the  Royal  Infirmary  Pharmacy  (Tel.  Bristol 
22041)  • 

An  emergency  service  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  organophosphorus  insecticide 
poisoning  is  also  provided  by  the  Medical  Division,  C.D.E.E.,  (Ministry  of  Supply), 
Porton,  Wilts.  (Tel.  Idmiston  21l) . 

Inf e ot ious_ Jjj.sejises_  no_t ifiod^  during  1958 . 

The  figures  shew  a  small  epidemic  of  dysentery  which  was  centred  around  the 
Y/estbury  Leigh  School. 

The  Principal  School  Medical  Officer  caused  sufferers  to  be  excluded  from  the  school 
until  examination  of  their  stools  proved  freedom  from  infection.  The  provision  of 
proper  washing  facilities  by  the  Education  Authority  put  an  end  to  the  epidemic.

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The  figures  for  immunization  against  diphtheria  are  good  and  I  compliment 
the  parents  in  Westbury  for  their  good  sense  in  having  this  done;  the  figures  for 
vaccination  against  smallpox  are  hotter  than  those  for  the  country  as  a  whole  but 
not  yet  staff iciently  good  to  warrant  any  feeling  of  security. 

The  family  doctors  immunizing  children  in  W estbury  against  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  use  a  preparation  which  also  affords  protection  against  tetanus,  I 
hope  the  Wiltshire  County  Council  will  make  such  a  preparation  available  for  children 
in  the  County  Council  Clinics  where  protection  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough, 
but  not  tetanus,  is  offered. 


SECTION  D. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OE  POOD. 


There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban  District  but  all  premises  concerned 
with  food  production  and  the  sale  of  food  have  been  subject  to  regular  inspection. 
The  management  of  the  factory  producing  ice-cream  ha3  provided  its  own  scheme  for 
bacteriological  control  of  the  finished  product.  Samples  of  every  batch 

manufactured  are  examined  and  unless  they  fall  into  provisional  G-rade  I  or  II  are 
not  released  for  sale.  Five  samples  examined  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Authority  fell 

into  G-rade  I.

Nineteen  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  by  the  Westbury  Public  Health  Inspector 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  twenty  seven  by  the  County  Public  Health 
Inspector.  All  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  (for  cleanliness)  but  two  failed 
the  Phosphateise  Test  indicating  inefficient  pasteurization.  These  failures  were 
the  subject  of  enquiry  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Milk  bottles  from  two  retailers  have  been  collected  from  the  bottling  machines 
immediately  before  they  would  ordinarily  be  filled  with  milk.  The  first  group  in 
the  following  table  were  collected  by  the  Westbury  Public  Health  Inspector  and  sent 
to  a  Public  Health  Laboratory  which  does  not  carry  out  the  counting  of  colonies  per 
bottle  above  2,000.  The  second  group  from  the  same  retailer  were  collected  by  the 
County  Public  Health  Inspector  and  submitted  to  a  different  Public  Health  Laboratory 
which  counts  up  to  5 ,000  colonies  per  bottle.  At  one  time  the  retailer  argued  that 
the  reports  from  one  Laboratory  were  contrary  to  those  from  the  second.  The  results 
do  not  support  this  contention.  Their  interpretation  is  based  on  the  provisional 
classification  suggested  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  which  is:-

"Westbury  Urban  Council  are  to  pay  10  gns.  costs  to  the  xxxxxxxxxxxxxx  of 
xxxxxxxxxxx. 

Proceedings  by  the  Council  at  Festbury  court, on  Wednesday,  alleging  that,  in  five 
cages,  on  January  29,  and  four,  on  February  5 /-the  milk  company  used  bottles  which 
were  not  in  a  thorough  state  of  cleanliness,  were  dismissed  by  the  magistrates  on 
a  legal  submission  by  the  defending  solicitor,  Mr.S - of  xxxxxxxxxxx. 

Mr »  S-~ - -  did  not  dispute  evidence  brought  by  Mr*  xxxxxxxx  of  xxxxxxxxx,  on 

behalf  of  the  Council,  that  the  containers  hud  been  found  to  oontain  more  than  the 
permitted  number  of  bacteria,  and  did  not  conform  to  the  normal  standard  of 
cleanliness. 

Mr.  S - produced  evidence  to  show  that  a  winding-up  order  was  passed  on  the 

company  in  1956  and  the  whole  of  the  assets  were  handed  over  to  an  Official 
Receiver,  and  the  debenture  holder. 

"When  a  winding-up  order  has  been  made"  he  said,  "no  action  or  proceedings  can  be 
brought  against  the  company  except  by  prior  permission  of  the  High  Court.  I  also 
submit  that  the  distributor  is  defined  as  the  person  trading  inter  alia.  This 
company  has  not  been  trading  sinoa  1956."

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SECTION  E. 


Water  Supplies  and  Sewage  Disposal# 


Water  is  supplied  to  the  Urban  District  by  the  Westbury  and  Dilton  Marsh  Water 
Board  from  sources  at  Wellhead  and  Bratton  Road.  With  the  advent  of  a  larger  Water 
Board  it  is  hoped  the  use  of  the  Bratton  Road  well  will  be  no  longer  necessary. 

The  reports  on  untreated  water  ((a)  infra)  showed  the  water  supply  to  a  few  dwellings 
from  private  sources  to  be  unsatisfactory.  They  have  been  connected  to  the  mains 

supply  and  now  every  house  in  the  district  it  is  possible  to  supply  from  tho  mains 
receives  water  from  the  Water  Board. 

Bacteriological  examination  has  shewn  the  treated  water  to  be  satisfactory  except 
for  two  samples  taken  in  Chalford.  No  satisfactory  explanation  has  yet  been  found 
for  these  poor  samples.  Weekly  samples  from  the  swimming  bath  have  been  entirely 
satisfactory. 


A  beginning  has  been  made  to  the  necessary  sewage  works  to  abate  flooding  in 
Frogmore  and  overloading  at  the  Disposal  Works.

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  provided  the  following  report: 


Housing. 


During  the  year  21  dwellings  were  completed  on  the  Oldfield  Park  Estate, 
bringing  to  456  the  total  number  of  Council  owned  dwellings* 

6  private  enterprise  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year* 

22  hutment  dwellings  at  Penleigh  drove  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  were  not  relet.  These  huts  were  stripped  of  all  fixtures  and  fittings 
and  29  huts  were  sold. 

Slum  Clearance. 

A  terrace  of  houses  Nos. 35  to  45  (odd  nos.)  Fore  Street  were  demolished  by  the 
owner  following  Informal  action  and  two  tenants  were  rohoused  by  the  Council. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal • 

The  Melksham  Urban  District  Council  continues  to  share  the  facilities  of  the 
Slag  Lane  Tip. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  covering  material.  During 
the  summer  the  fly  problem  assumed  major  proportions.  In  consequence  tipping  on  land 
immediately  adjoining  that  occupied  by  British  Railways  was  suspended  and  operations 
were  carried  on  as  far  away  from  the  railway  as  possible. 

The  Council's  Rodent  Operator  has  maintained  a  continuous  treatment  at  the  tip.

The  Sewage  Works  at  Frogmore  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  at  up  to  three 
times  the  dry  weather  flow . 

During  the  year  one  portion  of  the  Contract  was  carried  out  in  Frogmore  Road, 
namely  the  construction  of  approximately  I85  lin.yds.  of  8",  12"  and  18"  glazed  stone¬ 
ware  sewers  with  necessary  manholes,  one  storm  overflow  manhole  and  the  enlargement 
of  an  existing  culvert  crossing  under  Frogmore  Road.  No  further  flooding  in  this 
area  has  since  been  experienced. 

The  complete  scheme  which  includes electrification  of  the  pumping  machinery  at 
the  Works  has  not  been  completed  as  the  Southern  Electricity  Board  encountered 
difficulties  in  the  way leaves  for  the  overhead  power  supply  to  the  works. 


Sanitary  Inspections. 

An  analysis  of  the  inspections  and  visits  during  the  year  is  appended. 


Pest  Control. 

At  the  end  of  March  the  Council  terminated  the  arrangements  whereby  the  services 
of  a  Rodent  Operator  were  shared  v/ith  the  Warminster  Urban  District  Council.  Since 
that  time  an  employee  of  the  Council  has  been  employed  part  time  -  fifteen  hours  a 
week  -  on  these  duties  and  this  new  arrangement  has  proved  very  satisfactory. 

Water. 


During  the  year  all  domestic  premises  obtaining  their  water  from  the  Bitham 
Mills  Private  Supply  were  connected  to  the  Joint  Water  Committee's  mains. 

Two  houses  in  Leigh  Road  which  had  an  unsatisfactory  supply  from  a  well  were 
provided  with  a  standpipe  from  the  mains  by  the  Westbury  and  Dilton.  Marsh  Joint  Water 
Committee  and  the  use  of  the  well  was  discontinued. 

A  table  giving  the  results  of  analysis  of  samples  is  shown  elsewhere  in  this 
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report 


Milk  and  Dairies 


Regular  inspections  continued  to  be  made  of  the  dairies  in  the  District  and 
samples  of  milk  and  bottle  rinses  were  taken. 

All  samples  of  milk  were  satisfactory. 

Bottle  rinse  results  from  one  dairy  continued  to  be  unsatisfactory  and 
proceedings  were  instituted  in  the  local  court  against  the  company.  Whilst  the 
expert  evidence  as  to  the  condition  of  the  bottles  was  not  challenged,  the  Magistrates 
ruled  that  the  Council  could  not  proceed  as  the  Company  was  in  'liquidation. 

f ood__and  Drugs  Act ,  1958 . 

Regular  inspections  have  been  carried  out  to  the  food  premises  in  the  area  and 
a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  continues  to  be  maintained. 

Pood  which  has  been  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  voluntarily 
surrendered  is  disposed  of  by  burying  afc  the  Refuse  Tip. 

In  addition  to  the  sampling  carried  out  by  Officers  of  this  Authority,  the 
management  of  the  local  Ice  Cream  factory  continue  to  sample  every  batch  to  ensure 
that  no  Ice  Cream  leaves  the  Factorv  unless  it  is  in  either  Provisional  Grade  1  or  2.

Factories  Act,  1937» 

Inspections  of  the  Factories  in  the  District  have  been  carried  out.  Premises 
were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 

Swimming  Baths. 

Again  this  year  the  Baths  were  opened  for  the  Summer  Season  only,  being  closed 
at  the  end  of  October. 

The  Baths  catered  for  approximately  11,200  persons. 

All  samples  taken  of  the  Swimming  Bath  Water  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.
